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In response to the telephone request today, I will try to clarify our pain category designations for the 
rabbits used on Protocol 11-1166R. This was our first safety study in rabbits for submission to the FDA in 
application for a vaccine clinical trial approval. We were unsure of what the rabbits would experience, so 
tried to err on the side of caution in designating a pain category. Of the 48 animals in the study, 24 of 
them were being inoculated by scarification, and we thought the wound may prove to be painful to the 
animals. Because this is a study to determine safety of vaccine candidates, the goal was to show that the 
vaccine candidate did not cause clinical symptoms in comparison to a control virus, but did successfully 
induce an inflammatory reaction that would be indicative of an immune system response; therefore, we 
asked for and obtained permission from the IACUC to avoid the use of any analgesics. The other 24 
rabbits were to be inoculated by intradermal injections, and we planned to do those under manual 
restraint rather than anesthesia. Therefore, those 24 were in Category C. 


By the end of the study, we learned that even the animals inoculated wi th the wild type vi rus control did 
not demonstrate any indications of lingering pain (this was confirmed byM|||a|i|i(|j|Hthe Attending 
Veterinarian); we also learned that it is preferable to anesthetize the animals inoculated by the ID route, 
rather than using manual restraint. Our next study, planned to take place in January, will have all 
animals in Category D. We apologize for any error in reporting, and will make sure that the numbers are 
reported correctly in the future.

Explanation of category E circumstances: 

The week of 30 July - 2 August 2013. Field crews were trapping at high elevations (~9500 ft) and an 
unexpected drop in overnight temperatures created cold and frost conditions. 17 animals were found in 
the morning deceased in traps due to the unexpected low temperatures. The trap sites were located in 
the Springerville ranger district of the Apache-Sitgreaves National Forest between Reservation Lake and 
Big Lake. 

Corrective actions: The amount of bedding in the traps was increased and no additional problems were 
encountered. Field crews will closely monitor weather and place extra bedding in traps at high 
elevations. When warranted, crews will also wrap traps with canvas or some form of weatherproof 
material to keep moisture and wind from penetrating the traps.
